FIGHTING THE ELM BEETLE. 


Trees Along Newburyport Streets Be- 


ing Sprayed By H. L. Frost eV Co. 


Under contract with the city H. L. 


Prost & Co., of Boston, have begun 
the work of spraying the elm trees 
between 
Marlboro 
and 
Ashland 


streets, for the extermination of the 
elm. beetle, (says the Newburyport 
Herald.) 


At present, the men are at work on 


the shade trees in the vicinity of Win- 
ter street with a tank upon wheels, 
which holds 150 gallons of the solution 
used. 
The trees are sprayed with 


arsenate of lead and water and It is 
sprayed over the branches by means 
of a small pump operated by gasolene 
power, and garden hose. Four lines 
of hose may be operated at once. The 
insects at this season of the year are 
in the half-grown state and it is con- 
sidered the best time for their exter- 
mination. The work is in charge of 
H. F. Bowser of Stoneham and he 
has three assistants. He expects to 
be occupied in this city for six weeks 
or two months—but a longer time if 
the citizens cooperate with the city 
in having the trees on their premises 
treated.

ten hor&e power engine, raising 1.400 
gallons of water twelve feet per min- 
ute. This is enough to Irrigate about

acres planted with orange trees. 


The solar motor is in shape like a 


section of a huge umbrella of very 
substantial construction, having a di- 
ameter of thirty-turee feet at its wid- 
est part aud of fifteen feet at its 
narrowest The whole inside surface is 
covered with mirrors, each 2 feet ioug 
by 3£ inches wide. Nearly 2,000 of 
these long, narrow mirrors catch the 
sun's rays and reflect their neat upon 
a slim boiler just where the handle of 
the umbrella would be. 


The boiler is thirteen and a half feet 


long and holds 100 gallons of water. 
Wlien the concentrated beat from the 
mirrors is focused on it it soon be- 
comes so hot that a stick held against 
it smokes and bursts into flame. In 
about an hour steam is generated and 
is conveyed from the head of the boil* 
<v through a flexible metal pipe to the 
cylinder of the steam engine, being 
thereafter used In the ordinary man- 
ner.

Tbe edges were then 
sealed together with black gummed 
paper and the outside surfaces were 
covered with the paper except a small 
round diaphragm opening in the cen- 
ters.

PACED RACING. 


The untimely death of Harry D. 


filkes at Charles River park, Boston.; 
on Saturday, once more calls atten- 
.tion to the risks attendant upon paced ( 
cycle racing. There is danger coa- 
Mtcted with every sport, but the bi- 
cycle rider who follows a big machine 
takes a greater risk than even the 
football or polo player. 


Compared with the number of men 


who play football, there are very few 
followers of paced racing 
in 
this 


country. Where there are a hundred 
of the former, there are certainly not 
five of the latter, and the actual ra- 
tio in favor of football is probably 
even greater than that. The number 
of fatalities on the bicycle track, as 
the record of the past few years will 
show, is proportionately many times 
greater than the number due to the 
sport of the gridiron. This was not 
true in the days when Zimmerman, 
Tyler, Wheeler and 
Johnson 
were 


the monarchs of the cycling world. 
Accidents occurred then juat as fre- 
quently as they do now, but 'they 
were almost never fatal and seldom 
resulted in serious injuries to the 'ld- 
ers. 


In the days of Zimmerman the bi- 


cycle rider was an athlete, but it is 
hard to see how men like Michael, 
Waltbour and poor Elkes can right- 
fully be given that title. Every man 
who -has ridden a bicycle to any ex- 
tent, knows that pace following is 
more a matter of knack than of Um- 
ber muscles and physical endurance 


Bicycle racing is too fine a sport 


to be allowed to die, but are not men 
like Kraemer, who win their races 
by their own efforts, more deserving 
of our plaudits than the men wha 
ride in the partial vacuum create^ \>y 
a rushing motor cycle.

NAVAL NEWS AND NOTES. 


Recruiting for the 
naval 
service 


will probably sooa be resumed. 
It 


was suspended two weeks or more 
ago because the receiving ships and 
stations were so crowded that fur- 
ther congestion, was dangerous. The 
present strength of the enlisted per- 
sonnel is nearly twenty-nine thousand 
while the authorized 
maximum is 


thirty-one thousand. Secretary Moody 
will probably ask congress to author- 
ize an increase of three 
thousand 


men. 


The last link connecting the old na- 


vy and the new is" on the point of be- 
ing destroyed by tire 
navy depart- 


ment. The receiving ships, which are 
relics of the age in which Farragut 
and Porter shone and in which Dew- 
ey underwent the training that fitted 
him lor Manila Bay, have been con- 
demned by the department, and with 
authority of congress will be struck 
from the navy list. This action is 
due to the prevalence of contagious 
diseases among men quartered on the

ships, and m-edical officers have re- 
ported that'sanitary and hygienic rea- 
sons demand the abandonment of the 
vessels. In their place the department 
will propose the construction of per- 
manent barracKs at the navy yards 
at Boston, New York, League Island, 
Norfolk and Mare Island. It is ex- 
pected that the cost will be about $2,- 
500,000. 


The receiving ships now in use are 


the Wabash* at Boston; Columbia, at 
New York; Minneapolis, at League 
Island, and Nipsic, at-Puget Sound. 
All of them, with the exception of 
the Columbia and Minneapolis, are 
old ships. The Wabash was built by 
the government at Philadelphia 
in 


1854; 
the Franklin, at Portsmouth in 


1858; 
the Independence at Boston, in 


1837, and the Nipsic, at the Washing- 
ton navy yard In 1873. The Minneap- 
olis and Columbia are 
triple screw 


cruisers. When the old Vermont was 
condemned as a receiving ship be- 
cause of the appearance of contag- 
ious dlaeases among 
the 
men on 


board, the navy department assigned 
the Columbia to succeed her. The 
need of supplying additional 
quar- 


ters for landsmen at the Norfolk yard 
Induced the department to tow the 
Richmond from League Island to that 
point, and the Minneapolis was made 
tbe reotlvtaf ship at 
Philadelphia.

In answer to the question, "How 


should I begin squab raising?" the 
pigeon editor of the Feather says: 


My advice is first build a neat house, 


say 10 by 12 feet, setting it up on brick 
piets about a foot from the ground, so 
as to avoid all dunger from rats Make 
the liy of wire netting 8 leet high, 10 
by 11 feet. This will accommodate 
twonty-flve pnirs of birds.

Level the ground within 
the fly, and cover about lour inches 
deep with clean, gritty sand—not grav- 
el full of stones, but good sand You 
are now ready to get birds. Cot some 
one who knows how to purchase your 
vtoel:—first class Horn, is, if possible— 
from some rolHble bleeder. Start with,

known to be Muted, and study those 
birds until \ou become acquainted with 
tboia and ha\e successfully raised sev- 
eral p.iirs of squabs, then add five or 
ten more pairs of birds us you prefer, 
but do not put any new birds in the 
house or ny until they are surely 
mated.

The Fountain at Georgian Court. 
In Georgian Court, the Lakewood 


country place of George J. Gould, a 
marsh about fifty yards wide fronting 
the lake ami very near the house has 
been transformed into n sunken gar- 
den of Egyptian type. The main fea- 
ture of thc garden is an electric foun- 
tain. The basin and exterior wall of 
this fountain are of white marble, and 
it is sixty feet in diameter. The cen- 
terpiece consists of a colossal nautilus 
shell of bronze, forming a chariot, on 
which the statue of a heroic man 
stands, also in bronze, driving a pair 
of purest white marble sea horses. 
Around the horses and chariot are 
playing sea nymphs nnd sprites, also 
in pure white marble. On the extreme 
front of this nautilus shell is modeled 
an octopus, and in the top of tbia is 
set a sheet of glass. 
The inner and 


outer walls of this shell at this point 
are sufficiently wide to allow for the 
electrical attachment and

An invention that has caused much 


favorable comment from officers of the 
life saving service has been submitted 
to them by Professor William Libbey of 
Princeton university. It consists of an 
automatic' system of recoivins and 
transmitting signals by means of wire- 
less telegraph apparatus and is intend- 
ed to warn vessels of their approach 
toward shoals or a rocky coast. 


The device consists of an apparatus 


to be established at all dangerous 
points on the coast line, from which 
soundings will bo sent out automatic- 
ally. 
It is so arranged that these 


warnings will go out o\er three dis- 
tinct zones—one with a radius of ten 
miles, another with a radius of five 
miles and a third with a radius of two 
miles. 


Vessels are supposed to bo equipped 


with the receiving apparatus. Such a 
Aossei coming within the ten mile zone 
of the danger spot will rocohe a warn- 
ing in the shape of u htrolce on the" bell 
in the pilot house. The fhe mile zone, 
which covers the edge of the breakers, 
will be covered in the same ui.inrier, 
and when the vessel enters the two 
mile zone this will be announced iu the 
same way also. 


The apparatus will be regulated so 


that warning signals will be given 
twice at the commencement of each 
minute within the five mile zone ami 
three time* at the commencement of 
each minute in the two mile zone.
